The subject of one Governor and g joint Civil 
List for these Colonies occupied our attention a 
week ago. Since that time the ‘resolutions in- 
troduced by the Speaker of the Vancouver As- 
sembly, the substance of which we gave, have 
been adopted by that House ,We publish to- 
day a letter from the pen of au anonymous wri- 
ter, which appeared in the Colonist of the 8th 
inst., because we conccive it to place the ques- 
tion, clearly'and succinctly, in its real position. 
A few months ago, as we stated before, the same 
Assembly voted down the resolutions introduced 
by the senior member for Victoria for a union, 
upon the ground that it was impracticable and 
might prove dangerous to the system of revenue 
so tenaciously adhered to by Vancouver Island. 
The resolutions just passed fully acknowledge 
the impracticability of a union, and yet declaré 
that absolute separation must prove detrimental 
to the best interests of both. They propound a 


_ scheme which it is claimed will secure the desir- 


ed good while it will prevent the dreaded evil ; 
and that scheme is, in fact, none’ other than a 
contiuuance of tle very system which, after a 
five years’ trial, has proved so unsatisfactory, 
and which the people of this Colony have striven 
so ‘assiduously to get rid of—‘* One Governor 
and one Colonial Secretary.” We have had one 
Governor and one Colonial Secretary up to the 
present time—still have them—and how has the 
arrangement worked? The Governor and Sec- 
retary have constantly resided at Victoria, and 
through them the people of that city have man- 
aged, virtually and absolutely, to rule British 
Columbia. If the people of this Colony asked 
for.an appropriation of a portion of the revenue 
raised by themselves for objects calculated to 
advance colonial interests they generally asked 
in yain ; but if the people of Victoria asked the 
Governor to expend large sums from our trea- 
sury for objects neither wanted by nor beneficial 
to the people of this Colony the result was the 
very reverse. _In 1862 he filched from British 
Columbia the sum of $12,500, to subsidise a line 
of American steamers to ran to Victoria! More 
recently he established a Gold Escort, at the in- 


stance of a Victoria Banker and a few traders 


there, at a cost to this Colony of $60,000, althu’ 
in both instances, the people to whom the money 
belonged, and who assuredly had a right to be 
consulted, entered their most emphatic protest 
against the expenditure. Thus, within a period 
of less than two years our treasury has been 
robbed of $72,500, through the medium of a@ joint 
Governor, and expended at the dictum of a 
greedy, unscrupulous clique in another Colony, 
purely tor their own gratification and aggrandize- 
ment, without conferring one dollar's worth of 
benefit upon British Colambia. We might mul- 
tiply ingtances ad infinitum to. show the sys- 
tematic manner in which this Colony has been 
plundered and sacrificed by the people of Victo- 
ria through the medium of. “one Governor for 
both Colonies.” Is it matter of surprise, then, 
that these people, who have lived by plundering 
this Colony for the past five years, should be 


“solicitous to perpetuate that’ system by which 


they have been enabled so successfully to drain 
the vitality of British Columbia into \their own 
coffers? Is it strange that when it is proposed 
to sever all connection, thereby depriving them 
of their medium of operation upon our finances, 
they should raise a howl of distress, most piteous- 
ly plead their poverty, confess their inability to 
get on without access to our pockets, and endea- 
vor to cover up their mendicancy by a hyporriti- 
cal profession of being actuated by 4 patfiotie 
desire for our welfare in common with their own ? 
But it would be strange, indeed, if such a silly 
outrage as these resolutions scek to perpetrate 
would be entertained for a single moment at the 
Colonial office. The transparent inconsistency 
of the plot is so well exposed by “A” that we 
need add little upon that point. The very ad. 
mission of the impracticability of absolute union 
is a safficient argument against the proposed ar- 
rangement ; and the idea of promoting good 
feeling and harmonizing the two peoples by con- 
tinuing what has alone contributed to the jeal- 
ousy and ill feeling which exists is a proposition 


“which could only emanate from Victoria, and 
_ which is as silly as it is ubique. 


We do not write upon this subject because we 
imagine there is any real danger te be apprehen-

ded to this Colony from the Vancouver Assembly 
making fools of themselves! The farce, extra- 
ordinary as it'is and damaging as.it may prove 
to themselves, is utterly harmless as respects 
this Colony. Indeed, in sojne, respects we are 
the gainers by it, inasmuch, as.it reveals, in all 
its shameless monstrosity, the, policy by which 
British Columbia has been fiadé to Uuild wp and | 
keep up Victoria.
